EXILED YANKEES CELEBRATE

Cheers Go Up for Glorlous Fourth
from Many Forelgn
Caplials,

LONDON, July 4—The American soclety
in London celebrated Independence day aa
usual tonight by a dinner, at which G0
persons were present. Among the guests
wera Ambassador Choate, Senator Chaun-
cey Dipaw, the Greek and Cuban minis-
tors and the duke of Newgawtle.

Mr. Justice Grantham, In proposing the
health of Ambossador Choate, sald Mr,
Choals was regarded as an Engllshman,

In reply Mr. Choate deised the Impeach-
ment, saying: "I cannot clalm or admit
that I have bocome an Englishman. If It
in s0 I am an Englishman 0f the soven-
teenth cantury with all the modern Im-
provementis which go (o make an American
of teday.”

Referrving to the American eagle he muld
the Britiah lon had tried him twite and
found him Indigestible.

Mr. Chonte struck a serfous note In the
course of his speech by deciaring that all
the talk of Anglo-American unity ought to
be more than talk and advocating the
ersction of n statue of Washington In
London ns & proof of the mutual admira-
tion of both countries and another of Queen
Victorin In Washington.

"It & hard to say,” continusd the am-
bassador, “for which country Washington
did mest. At a critical moment he abso-
lutely saved America from a confilet with
Europe.*

In this way he sald he hoped that an
Anglo-American compact would be sealed.
He called the attentlon of the American
visitors to tha historic wesoclations con-
nected with London churehes and certaln
Institutions, and offered to show them the
nighte,

HBenator Depew followed In A& humorous
Vveln, suggesting the erectlon of a Slatute
in London to Monroe, and sald he felt
quite at home In London now, as he found
